US House votes along party 
lines on 2 articles; only 3rd 
president formally charged

WASHINGTON - President Donald Trump 
became the third president in history to be im- 
peached after the House Wednesday charged 
him with “high crimes and misdemeanors” 
over his request to Ukraine to investigate a 
political rival. 

After a day of tense debate and fiery recrim- 
inations, the House voted largely along parti- 
san lines, reshuffling American politics at a 
time when voters are profoundly divided over 
the nation’s leadership and direction. 

The Democratic-led House approved two 
articles of impeachment. The first accused 
Trump of abusing his power by asking Ukrai- 
nian officials to announce investigations that 
would benefit his reelection. The second article 
charged Trump with obstructing the House in- 
vestigation. The vote on the first article was 
230-197, 1 present. The vote on the second was 
229-198, 1 present. 

Every Democrat voted for the first article ex- 
cept Reps. Jefferson Van Drew of New Jersey

Another wrong home is demolished 


Detroit contractor Adamo 
now facing suspension again

The largest contractor in Detroit’s demoli- 
tion program is facing suspension again after 
it tore down the wrong house — for the second 


time in about 18 months — the Free Press has 
learned. 

Detroit-based Adamo Group has been 
awarded more than $58.6 million to perform 
thousands of federally funded and city-fund- 
ed demolitions since 2014. The company also 
has performed several large-scale, high-pro- 
file demolitions, including fulfilling the 
$5.9 million contract to tear down the former 
Joe Louis Arena. 


City officials confirmed Adamo tore down 
the wrong house and the company received a 
violation notice Wednesday morning for the 
wrongful demolition. The contractor has sev- 
en days to appeal. 

An attorney for Adamo declined comment. 

“In a case suchas this, DBA policy calls fora
